British Encouraged 
In Oil Drilling 


London, Aug. 10.—The success of 
recent oil-drilling operations in 
the 
n o rth ern counties of E ngland and in 
Scotland have led to 
new 
drilling 
operations on a larg e r scale. The oil 
found, while not abundant, is claimed 
to be of the fin est heavy grade and 
has lead m any geologists to believe 
th a t asphalt deposits lie in th is sec­ 
tion. 
Oil has been found in D erbyshire, 
S taffordshire and 
M idlothian. 
At 
H ardstoft, D erbyshire,- a well drilled 
about a year ago has produced a th o u ­ 
sand tons of heavy oil and the weil 
is still flow ing. Five otb^r wells in 
"this section have show n traces of oil 
b u t have not yet been pumped. 
' 
' 
Indications of oil have been found 
in the S taffo rd sh ire coal m ines, b u t 
th e prospects are not believed en ­ 
couraging fo r th e operator. 
Most of th e te st w ells have been 
drilled by th e governm ent in order to 
prove the th eo ry th a t oil exists in 
m any of th e sections of th e B ritish 
Isles. English operators believe th a t 
while the resu lt of th e drillin g so fa r 
is not w hat w as looked for, it is pos­ 
sible to produce oil in com m ercial 
quantities.

“Our cooperative marketing org.nni- 
zation is known as the Florida Citrus 
exchange, and at present is handling 
nearly half of all the grapefruit and 
oranges produced in 
Florida,” 
Mr. 
Waldron declares. "In addition to the 
marketing, work, we also have coop­ 
erative packing houses for prepar­ 
ation of the fruit, a cooperative mill 
for manufacturing crates, an organi­ 
zation through which we ran purchase 
all ncccaskry supplies at cost, a fer­ 
tilizer manufacturing 
plant, and 
a 
finance corporation that 
will 
ad­ 
vance money to growers after thejr 
fruit has ripened, hut while it is still 
on the trees, so that they can hold 
off selling for several months if nec­ 
essary in order to prevent a glut of 
the market. 
“All of the citrus fruit there Is 
prod^uced in an area of less than 2W0 
miles in diameter. We have a monon- 
oly iir Florida of land suitable for 
growing grapefruit, and California is 
the only state that gives us any com­ 


petition in the sale of oranges, so our 
marketing problem is somewhat dif­ 
ferent than that of the grain pro­ 
ducers of the northwest. The fruit 
growers in Florida, however, have 
demonstrated the possibilities of co­ 
operation, and I believe 
that 
the 
grain producers, if they ever get to­ 
gether in-a cooperative organization, 
can accomplish similar satisfactory 
results.”
